The glaring inequalities shown in the above 
figures Ought to be accounted for. Inu some in- 
stances they are the result of returos, but in 
many they are not. Take W. F. Huntington & 
Co. Their house is on State etireet. Last year 
they were assessed on $300, aad this year 
$25,500; 8. D. Haskill & Co., last year $14,000, 
thie voar, $3,190; Giles Brothers, who were as- 
sessed $40,000 last year, are assessed bat 
915.000 this. However, this is more equal than 
is the case in many other instances of jewelry 
Arms. 

John Forsyth, who lives in Graceland Park, 
and who was assessed $10,000 last vear, is as- 
sessed but $1,500 this, on personal perty. 
Then there is Edward Ely. the tailor. ast yoar 
bis stock was assessed at $10,000, but this year 
it has become so depressed that the assessment 
of it was eutirely omitted. Yet, Mr. Ely man- 
ages to get assessed for 81.000 on his personal 
property at bis residence; otherwise he goes 


free. 
D. L. COVERT, ‘ 

who was assessed tor $10,000 last year and 34.000 
this, made a return last year of $5,000, which 
was raised to $10,000, and he got an injunction, 
and ovly paid on $5,000. This year bis assess- 
ment is more eguitable. Culbert-on, Blair 
& Co., who were as 866,700 last 
yoar, are. assessed but 31.000 this 
year. There ate other iastances where it 
will be noticed that there are omissions, These 
parties may be assessed, but their names cannot 
be fouud in this year’s books. There are count- 
less firms and individuals in the city who are not 
taxed at all, and it would take months of search 
to trace them all out. Yet itis a faci which is 
beyond dispute. U adonbtediy : 

THERE HAVE BEEN MISTAKES, 
and they may have been made in the transferring 
from the biotters, but it is morally certain that 
some—yes, many— gross pais js" were perpe- 
trated, which ought to be ſerteted out by those 
in authority.

HOW THEY HAVE BEEN MADE. 


Yesterday's Journal contains the following

The rights of passengers on railwav trains are 
likely to be made the subject of judiciai inves- 
tigation in this county very shortly, owing to 
the fact that conductors, in many cases, seem to 
imagine that they are absolute autocrats over 
the persons who may chance to be passéngers 
on their trains. An occurrence last Sunday 
eveding has roused considerable indignation 
among those cognizant of the facts, aud the 
gentlemen interested may carry the matter 
further than to make a mere complaint.

Though Senator McDonatp expresses some 
doubteas to the passage of the repealing bill 
by the Senate, he assumes that it will receive 
the votes of all the Democratic Senators.

Even the extremists who 
propose to abolish the National Bank curren- 
ey and issue greenbacks in lieu of it do not 
propose to abolish the banks themselves. 
There is, of course, a large number of per- 
sons who want to go back to the old State- 
bank business, but we have no idea that these 


are in a majority in either House. Beyond 


the date fixed for resumption there is there- 
fore little or nothing in the act to be re- 
pealed. 

This brings us to the point that there isa 
necessity for the Republicans to initiate legis- 
lation either to carry out the act of last win- 
ter or to provide a substitute therefor. The 
Republican party cannot afford to go inte the 
Presidential election ignoring the questign of 
finances. The opinions and purposes of the 
President on this subject are well known. He 
is in favor of re-esteblishing permanent spe- 
cie values at the earliest practicable moment. 
The whole country knows his position. In 
his late message he made a distinct proposi- 
tion which would have the effect of relicving 
the country of the depressing and over- 
whelming evil of a depreciated and fluctuating 
currency which is at the same time a 
legal-tender. The whole series of hard 
times,” unemployed labor, silent workshops, 
closed mills, extinguished furnaces, lack 
of production, and the consequent suffering 
and discontent, are due to this paralyzing and 


| poisonous offense against honesty,—an irre- 


deemable legal-tender. Statesmen who have 
ambitiously had themselyes pushed forward 
as candidates for President have, during the 
last ten years, cowardly permitted the coun- 
try to drift day after day towards ruin and 
bankruptcy, and have never done anything to 
restore the finances to a healthy condition. 
The President alone has done this, and should 
the Republican party now fail to do ita duty, 
and provide by law some measure to put an 
end to this paper desolation, the country will 
not hesitate to make pointed comparisons be- 
tween the statesmen in Congress and the 
President, who has not resorted to evasion or 
double dealing in a matter so serious and 
grave. 

The Democrats will not propose any sub- 
stitute for the law they will vote to repeal. 
They will force the Republicans to vote on 
the repeal of the Resumption law or go into 
the election upon that act, which is utterly 
inoperative of itself. The President proposes 
to fix a day when irredeemable scrip shall 
cease to be a legal tender for new contracts, 
and for the ultimate retirement of the cur- 
rency. Can it be that Congress is so full of 
aspirants for the Presidency that this plain 
and practical measure cannot have a hearing 
in the Republican party, lest its adoption may 
give to its author a standing before the coun- 
try dangerous to those who have great aspira- 
tions ? 


' A SLANDER UPON REPUBLICANS. 
The Chicago Organ says: 

We deny that the Republican party at the North is 
responsible at all for what has happened in South 
Carotina,. The Democratic party at the North; the 
Nation, the New York irtbune, and Tae Cxicaco 
Tais, anda half-dozen other newspapers of the 
same cowardly stripe, are responsible for whatever of 
failure has befallen reconstruction, 

In answer to this contemptible slander, not 
upon Tug Caicaco Trisune as one of the 
parties named, but upon the Republican 
party, we deny that any failure has befallen 
reconstruction in the Southern States. Ev- 
ery measure of reconstruction initiated by 
the Republican party and supported by Tux 
Tame as one of ite exponents has been 
succesafully carried out, including all the 
constitutional amendments and laws, the 
assistance through the agency of the courts 
in carrying out force bills and anti-Ku-Kiux 
laws, and the compromise legislation of last 
winter. The Republican party originated 
these legislative measures and carried them 
out successfully. It has faithfully done its 
duty in reconstructing the political relations 
of twelve millions of people, and harmoniz- 
ing two races having little in common with 
each other except in their previous rela- 
tions of master and slavé. It is 
both admirable and- amazing that the 
Republican party should have succeeded so 
well. It was accomplished in the face of in- 


numerable ‘obstacles, against the dismal 
prophecies of outsiders, against the opposi- 
tion of the Confederates of the South and 
the Democratic party in the ‘North, and 
against the insane and rabid advice of just 
such hot-hcads as the Organ, which advice, 
if it had been followed, would have ruined 
every effort at reconstruction. It has accom- 
plished better, more speedy, and more suc- 
cessful results than the most sanguine re- 
flecting Republican ten years ago dared even 
to hope for. The success has been absolute. 
If there has been any trouble in the local ad- 
ministration of the affairs of South Carolina, 
Missi@sippi, or any other Southern State, if 
ignorance or rascality has prevailed, if the 
judiciary has been corrupt, if State funds 
have been stolen, if the States have made slow 
material progress, the fault and crime of the 
failure are due to the people themselves, not 
to the Republican party of the 
North. They were left free to govern 
themselves, and they are responsible for any 
failure, not the party which gave them the 
freedom and opportunity. The insolent as- 
sumption of the Organ, therefore, is a 
slander upon the Republican party. That 
party did not undertake to furnish the peo- 
ple of South Carolina with brains, fidelity. 
honesty, experience, or capacity for self-gov- 
ernment. It presupposed that the people 
after a cefitury’s experience in the experi- 
ment of governing themselves were qualified 
to take care of themselves, to rally from the 
material drawbacks of war, andj to resume 
their old condition of progress and pros- 
perity.

It has done more 
than any one expected it would or could do. 
The future of South Carolina and all the 
other Southern States depends upon the 
Southern people themselves.

THE PENSION FRAUDS. 

Secretary Ouaxvuezn is boldly supplement- 
ing in the Interior Department the reform 
work inaugurated by Secretaries Bristow and 
Jzwxzt in the Treasury and Post-Office De- 

ts. Having set the machinery to 
work to root out the abuses which had grown 
up in the Indian service, Mr. Caanpuer has 
now turned his attention to the Pension Bu- 
reau. We apprehend that he will find ample 
material here for reform. The expenditures 
on account of pensions amount in round 
numbers to thirty millions yearly,—a sum 
which of itself irresistibly attracts corrup- 
tion. The system, too, has been one that 
adinits of misrepresentations and frauds, 
and there has always been so strong an indis- 
position on the part of the public, Congress, 
and the Government to do any injustice to 
those entitled to the gratitude of the coun- 
try that the liberality has been shamelessly 
abused. 

Probably the most fruitful source of 
frauds in the Pension Department has been 
in the collusion between the examining phy- 
sicians and corrupt Pension Agents. These 
date mainly ten years back, when the exam- 
ining surgeons were appointed through po- 
litical influence. Another class is made up 
of those who should have been dropped, —ex- 
soldiers who have died and their children who 
have long since become of age. The rule of 
the service seems to have been that, once on 
the pension-rolls; the recipient never dies 
and never grows old; somebody is found to 
draw the pension all the same in either con- 
tingency. The forgeries have been and still 
are enormous. The more recent frands are 
probably in the names added on the certifi- 
cates of surgeons that the persons are suffer- 
ing from disease which was the result of ac- 
tual service, whereas they are either suffering 
of no disease whatever or else from some ail- 
ment that they would have had if they had 
never been in the army. The latter class of 
frauds are those most likely to be continued 
in the future unless they shall be headed off 
by additional checks. 

Secretary CuanDLER goes to the bottom of 
the trouble, and will probably suggest radical 
changes in the system, among which is the 
proposition that there shall henceforth be 
State Boards of Examination in place of a lot 
of irresponsible physicians upon whom there 
is no restraint, and who are generally ready 
to make any certificate that may be asked of 
them. There is no objection now to the in- 
auguration of a stricter mode of examination, 
and every reason why it should be adopted. 
Any liberality of the nation henceforth that 
takes the shape of. an easy access to the pen- 
sion-rolls will be entirely misconceived, as it 
will not benefit any of those who actually 
fought in the War, nor their descendants 
suffering from wounds, injuries, or diseases 
their protectors received in the service of their 
country ; it will merely hold open the doors 
to swindlers who will resort to every con- 
ceivable device for raiding the Treasury under 
the guise of past services. 

Mr. Caanpuezr is reported as having esti- 
mated that changes in the discipline and con- 
duct of the Pension Bureau will save $2,000,- 
000 annually. If persuaded of this, there is 
no doubt that he will recommend these 
changes to Congress, and point out the means 
by which the saving can be made, Oongress 
will have to meet him in this proposed re- 
trenchment. It is a matter for congratula- 
tion that the Administration of its own mo- 
tion is proposing to reduce expenditures in 
various departments, and it is to be hoped 
that the Democratic majority in the House 
will accept this effort in the spirit which evi- 
dently prompts it, and join in the purpose of 
cutting down in the proper places without 
crippling the Government. 

CONCERNING JURIES. 

It is becoming an important question 
whether a country which has put down the 
greatest rebellion of modern times is capa- 
ble of getting honest juries in her criminal 
courts. We are moved to this line of 
thought by certain revelations in the juris- 
prudence of the District of Columbia, though 
we might possibly find equally glaring illus- 
trations at home. It is now nearly two years 
since the famous ‘‘ safe-hurglary” was per- 
petrated in the office of the District-Attorney 
in Washington City, the particulars of which 
are too well known to need recapitulation. 
After long and toilsome effort in the face of 
perjury, bribery, and every ingenious ob- 
struction that could beset the pathway of 
justice, the officers of the law succeeded in 
putting their hands on one Surper, who was 
believed to have had a hand in the burg- 
lary. Swyper was arrested and required 
to give bail. His bondsman purported to be 
a Mr. Eaves, a wealthy and responsible citi- 
zen of Georgetown. After the bail had been 
accepted, Sxrpzz absconded, and it was dis- 
covered that Mr. Eaper aad not given bail for 
him at all, but that he had been falsely per- 
sonated by somebody else. A fresh search 
was instituted for the rascal who had assumed 
the name of Eapzs and thus facilitated the 
escape of Syrpzz. He was at lest discovered 
in the person of a Baltimore barber named 
Geeew. So Gams was brought to“ trial. 
The proof against him was perfectly conclu- 
sive, bat, to the surprise of the Judges and 
the amazement of everybody else, the jury 
failed to convict. The natural inference is 
that the jury was bribed and packed. The 
dispatches say that it is now. proposed to go 
after” the jury and see who they are and 
how they got appointed to the duty of trying 
the man that personated Eapgs, that went 
bail for uro, that blew open the safe 
that contained accounts of the District Ring. 

We admire the perseverance of the District 
officers who have hunted down Sxyyrpzre and 
ferreted out Gum. We shall admire them 
still more if they now prosecute the jury. 
It is high time that the foreman of a jury 
was sent to the Penitentiary, together with 
the party through whose instrumentality he 
was put on the jury. And it would seem as 
if this Washington City foreman were a good 
one to make an example of, if, as the dis- 
patches intimate, he has already served one 
term in a Pennsylvania prison. Jury-pack- 
ing is about the last downward step that a 


of modern times will not help it to avoid 
one or the other of those alternatives if its 
fountains of justice become polluted. 


I. he would apply the summary reme- 
dies which the law furnishes for that species 
of rascality. In nine cases out of ten, we 
venture to say, this moral conviction on the 
part of the Judge has been justified by the 
verdict, or by the failure of the jury to agree. 
And such caser as these are visibly multiply- 
ing. The Washington City case is only one 
of a muititude. What is to be done? 

It is reasonably certain that the fountain 
of justice will not rise higher that its source. 
Every jury thgt comes into court is selected 
by somebody, and when the verdict rendered 
is maoifestly contrary to law and evi- 
dence it is safe to conclude that that 
somebody has conspired to commit a fraud 
on the commonwealth. Juries are not packed 


without the agency of a packer. In this 


Washington City case, the ends of justice 
will not be reached—will not be approached— 
unless the packer is found and proceeded 
against as a conspirator and particeps criminis 
in the safe-burglary. The American people 
in the mass are not corrupt. It is much 
easier to get honest juries from among them 
than dishonest ones, if the functionaries ap- 
pointed to select them are themselves honest. 
To get arascally jury, or even to get one 
rascal on a jury, requires much ingenuity 
and involves a high degree of risk—unless 
public opinion has become so debauched 
that it takes no notice of such transactions. 
We cannot admit that public opinion has 
reached so desperate a pass that the packing 
of juries can be observed without a shudder 
and without a determined effort at reform. 
If the Judges of our courts and the at- 
torneys practicing before them will spot” 
every case of jury-packing that they have 
reason to suspect, and apply all the remedies 
that. the law places in their hands, we 


| promise them the aid of Tas Tano in the 


forum of public opinion, and of the Legis- 
latures, State and National, to expose and 
punish all persons who pack and tamper with 
juries, and to inaugurate a system under 
which such villainy shall be rendered im- 
possible. 
THE RAILEOAD DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The Cheap Transportation Association of 
New York is organized on a business basis, 
and has a practical influence in the matters 
to which it gives its attention. In its recent 
controversy with VaNpDERBILT relative to the 
cutting of rates, its position was so fair that 
it made an impression even upon the rail- 
roads. It opposes the cut-throat policy as 


well as the combination for high rates. Its 


members have the good sense to appreciate 
that a temporary reduction of rates below a 
paying point will only be followed, after the 
fight is over, by an increase sufficiently ex- 
orbitant to make up for the past losses. 
They also know that Western rates from New 
York at too low a price, at. d those from the 
West to New York at too high a price, will be 
of no permanent value to them; and they 
oppose the system of special rates which 
VANDERBILT contended were in the interest 
of New York, because they knew that it 
simply affords the railroad managers an 
opportunity for showing favoritism in 
which the larger number of merchants have 
no advantage. By constantly watching the 
railroad maneuvers, promptly exposing the 
exorbitant rates, and vigorously protesting 
against discriminations and injustice of every 
kind, this Association has been able to accom- 
plish much for the mercantile community. 

It would be well for the merchants, com- 
mission men, and shippers to form a similar 
Association in this city, and there will never 
be a greater incentive for such a step than 
the present dishonest and unjust discrimina- 
tions against Chicago, -growing out of the 
combination not to cut rates at this point, 
but not extending to points west of Chicago. 
The New York Assoviation numbers 1,300 
members, and has various committees to 
which distinct branches of the railway ques- 
tion are intrusted. It not only under- 
takes to discuss railway matters in a 
general way, but is primarily organ- 
ized for correcting grievances, whether 
borne by the community at large or by 
individual members. If there were an effect- 
ive organization of this kind in Chicago at 
the present time, the grievance which Chica- 
go has would be righted. If necessary, the 
Association could enforce an abandonment of 
the policy of discrimination. It could throw 
all its custom to any one road agreeing not 
to cut under at points west of Chicago, and 
thereby bring all the roads to terms. Prob- 
ably, however, this extreme measure would 
not have to be adopted, as the Association 
would have sufficient influence and moral 
strength to procure the correction of 80 
grievous an offense against the business, in- 
terests of the city as the carrying of flour, for 
instance, from Milwaukee to New York 
through Chicago at 10 cents less per barrel 
than from Chicago to New York. The Board 
of Trade will do well to move in the organi- 
zation of such an Association, both for the 
present and future emergencies.

Holland has been fearful of absorption 
since the day Prussia seized Alsace-Lorraine.

The ill-health of Speaker Krenz, which 
seems to increase rather than abate with his 
Speakership honors, has given rise to a dis- 
cussion as to what shall be done in the event 
of his inability to preside in the House. So 
seriously ill was he on New Year's Day that 
Mrs. Kan, who had made preparation to 
receive callers, was compelled to decline. 
The talk at Washington is that Mr. Moraison, 
of Illinois, Chairman of the great Committee 
on Ways and Means, will be elected Speaker 
pro tempore. In this event the unsavory 
Fernanpo Woop will become Chairman of 
the Committee of Waysand Means. The vic- 
tory which the country gained in the election 
of Mr. Kerr is in danger of being lost by 
the misfortune which has overtaken him. 
His prostration by ill-health may result in a 
national calamity. The transfer of Mr. Mon- 
son from the head of the Committee on 
Ways and Means to the Speaker’s chair, as 
the election of a Speaker pro tem. will 1 da- 
bly become a permanency, may of itself 
make no serious difference. ‘ On all questions 
of politics he and Mr. Kerr are agreed. He 
is an honest man, opposed to all steal and 
frauds ; a fair man, and, from pe- 
rience and natural qualifications, hetter 
fitted. for the Speaker's chair than for 
the arduous and intricate duties of Chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and 
Means. The House might make a much 
worse selection of Speaker. But the eleva- 
tion of Fzrxanpo Woop to the position of 
leader of the House, the foreman of the ma- 
jority, and the oracle of that Committee which 
was of never so much importance as now, 
would be worse than a misfortune,—it would 
be a positive disgrace to the country. It 
cannot be said that Woop is a man without 
character. Unfortunately, he has a wide- 
spread character so generally repulsive that 
we question whether there is a district in the 
country outside of the City a New York in 
which he could be elected to Congress. It is 
to be hoped that Mr. Kerr's health may be 
sufficiently restored that he may be able to 
fill the high office to which he has been 
elected with such popular approval. If, 
however, a Speaker pro tem. mmst be elected, 
let there be some arrangement made by 
which Fzrnanpo Woop may not in any way 
be made the organ of any branch of the 
National Government.

The officers of the army 
ang navy and marine corps were out in strong 
array, and presented à remarkabjy fine appear- 
ance. The reception of citizens generally be- 


gan at 12 m. 
The principal point of attraction at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion was the Red Room, which has 
been altered during the recess. Gilt chairs, up- | 
bolstered in Turkish embroidery, in Japanese 
and Persian patterns, are scattered through this 
handsome apartment. Bronze satin curtains, 
bordered with Matelasse damask, edged with 
maroon velvet, draped the windows. Flowers | 
vero placed in the different rooms. The pres- | 
entations, as usual, took place in the Blue 
Room. The Cabinet Ministers entered first, 
and, after exchanging the customary compli- 
ments with the President and Mrs. Grant, took 
their position in different parts of the room. At 
11 o'clock the Diplomatic Corps was, as usual, 
presented to the President by the Secretary 
of State.

Berum, Jan. 1.—Their Majesties Emperor 
William and Empress Augusta received the con- 
gratulations of the members of the imperial 
household to-day. The Emperor returned re- 
sponses to the different addresses in words of 
national liope and domestic felicitation. 

The Emperor and Empress, with the mem- 
bers of the Royal family, subsequently attended 
the celebration of divine service in the Cathe- 


dral. 

Then, at noon, the Kaiser aud Empress re- 
ceived the Gefjerals of the army. The veteran 
Field-Marshal Von Wrangel delivered an address 
to the Emperor, in which he expressed to His 
Majesty the congratulations of the eutire Ger- 
mao ermy on his having been spared torule over 
a united pation, and tue hope that he would live 
to witness many returns of the day. 

Emperor William revlied: He thanked the 
Field-Mar®bal for the words which he had ad- 
dressed to him in the name of the army. He re- 
terred, in terms of thanks to God, to the restor- 
ation of his, health froma recent attack of ili 
ness. He praised the efficiency of the army, and 
assured the Marshal, and through him the sol- 
diers, of the durability of the peace which the 
Fatheriand now en joyed. 

At the hour of 1 o’clotk in the afternoon, Prince 
Chancellor Bismarck, in company with the Cab- 
inet Ministers, paid their respects to the Sov- 
ereign. The Prince Chancellor wore the uniform 
of a General of cuirassiers. He appeared to be 
in excellent health, aud was enthusiastically 
cheered by the people on the occasion of his ar- 
rival and ‘departure from the palace. Emperor 
William—especially distinguishing Prince Bis- 
marck—thanked the Cabinet Mioisters for their 
untiring services in the cause of the country. 

At a jater hour of the day the Emperor re- 
ceived the Ambassadors of Eugland, Russia, 
France, Austria, and Turkey. Lord Odo Rus- 
sell, Ambassador of Great Britain, cougratulated 
the Emperor Wiliiam on behalf of the diplo- 
matic corps. The Emperor, io reply, expressed 


the hearti@st satisfaction at the good relations 


which exist between the German Empire and 
foreign countries. The neighboriog States were 
determined, he said, on tho maintenance of 
peace. His Majesty accorded a most gracious 
reception to the French Ambassador, the vi- 
comte de Gontaut-Biron.

The New Year receptions took place, accord- 
ing to custom, on Tharsday night, by the Mar- 
shal of thd Court, Prince Hohenlohe, who acted 
in the name of the Emperor. Baroness Majlath, 
lady in waiting, received the ladies in the name 
of the empress. All the Hungarian Ministers, 
foreign Consuls, the Presidents of both Houses 
of the Reichstag, with many magnates of the 
Upper House of the Legislature, were preseut. 
The gentiémen were clad iu the splendid pation- 
al dress, brilliant with costly stoves, gold 
and heros feathers. ‘The ladies of the mar- 
ried gentiémen attended on the occasion, as is 
always thd case at the Austrian Court. 

The recéption ceremonial had uo political im- 
port, the members of the House of ilapsburg 
never imitating Napoleon III. by making Europe 
await anxiously for the utterance of their New 
Year's speeches. 

In Vienta to-day Prince Hohenlohe received, 
as was done at Buda-Pesth, the congraatulatious 
of the members of the diplomatic body, of the 
Emperor's Ministers, the President of the Par- 
liament, the chiefs of the Government offices, 
the Genernis, and Bishops. Ihe suliug of car- 
riages appears almost endless.

‘THE KING AND THE POPE. 

Hour. Jan. 1.— His Majesty, the King o“ Italy, 
yesterday received the members of the diplo- 
matic body accredited to his court at tne Qui- 
rinal palace.

To-day the King held a court reception from 9 
to 12 o’clovk, noon. The grand staircases of the 

palace waé loaded with floral decorations, Count 
Munster, Senor Minguetti, the Senators, the 
Vice-President of the Chamber of Depuiies, the 
entire Calinet— ith the exception of Minister 
Boughi—Generals and oilicecs of every.corvs of 
the army, and tie members of the Byndic of 
Rome were present. Many addresses were pre- 
sented. The King, in reply, merely eomplimeut- 
ed the Devuties of the Legirlutive Cbamber on 
their lavots dung the session. His Majesty 
aftirmed the exietence of great national prog: ess, 
commercial and indusirial. Senor Piaucheri, 
speaking for zhe members of the Lower House 
of the Leg.siature, wished the King a happy 
New Yeas, ailirming that national prosperity and 
liberty were iuseparabie. The iiug then reured 
from the throne-room. 

The deputations afterward waited on His Roy- 
al Highness Humbert, Prince of P.edmoat, heir 
apparent to the throne, and his wife, Princess 
Marguerite of Savoy. 

Io the evening the Italian Ministers and the 
members of the Diplomatic Corps dined with the 
Kihg at the Palace of the Quirinal.

THE GLOBE GAS-LIGHT COMPANY. 

The Clerk proceeded to read the {ohowins 
communication on the contract with the Globe 
Gas Company:

‘he importance of the occasion, and the- respect 
which I entertain for the City Council, representing as 
& constituency the whole people of Chicago, have in- 
duced me to present you the reasons for my action, 
which I do not doubt will be appreciated and approved 
by your honorable body. 

The ordinance was reported on the 6th of December 
from the Committee on. Gas- with a communi- 
cation which had been referred to Feb. 15, 1875, 

The Communication is * follows : 

** To the Honorable City Councit , Chica Til,: Guy- 
TLEMEN—We would respectf to contract 
to light such streets Re ry — on mains as may be 
designated by Council for five years from date upon 
the following terms: We will furnish and erect lamp- 
posts, lanterns, frames, and all necessary fixtures for 
lighting, also furnishing material used for lighting, 
aud men to light and take care of the same, for the 
sain of $44 per lamp per annum. The hours for light- 
ing and extinguishing to be in accordance with the 
present gas schedule adopted by your city. Said con- 
tract is to be for 2,000 lamps or more; and if the gas 
ruains are extended at any time to to such streets as * 
lighted by us, it is understood that our shall be 
romoved to some other locality. Payments to be made 
quarterly, or this may be agreed upon by said Compa-

The report of the Committee is in these words: 

** Your Committee on Gas Light, to whom was refer- 
red a communication from the Globe Gas Light Com- 
pany relative to hghting streets within the lim- 
its of the city having had the same under advisement, 
respectfully report: That they have given the subject 
matter due consideration, and would respectfully 
recommend the passage of the accompanying ordi- 
nance,” 

No other information accompanies the report. 

The ordinance was laid over and published. _ the 
next meeting it was taken up, and passed under the 
previous question without amendment. 

Owing, doubtiess, to the want of a careful considera- 
tion, the foliowing defects and omissions are apparent 
on its face :

The ordinance and intended contract omit to specify 
the kind of lanterns and lam their distance 
apart, the kind of light, and the quantum of light to 
be given by each lamp. .

is nowhere specified, 

As to the effect of advertising for competition, I am 
informed it would probably result in much lower 
offers to supply the kind end amount of light sup- 
posed to be contemplated, 

Tue necessity for some guarantee of the perform- 
ance by the — oe | of its contract is obvious, For 
the last four years of the term of five years they agree 
to take the price to be fixed by s future Gity Coun- 
ci. It is possible, at the price provided for 
the first year, to make a handsome fortune 
out of that part of the contract, and to lose money 
theresfter by reduction of prices, The posts 
and lauterus would be tacir personal property, which 
might at any time be (transferred to otuer parties. 
The Company itself belonging to the State of Ohio, 
without tangible property here, might be dissolved, or 
abandoned, and the city be left without remedy for a 
breach of the contract. It would, therefore, have 
been only a wise precaution to re aire from them a 
suilicient security for the performance of their obliga’ 
tions, 

I will give but one further illustration of the me- 
quality aud iujustice of the proposed contract, in fa- 
vor of the Company and against the city, ¢

Thus it appears that if the Company made no de- 
fauit, but erect the lamps within «a ee nae 
after being notified of the streetato be lighted 
continue to supply the material and to light and th the 
care of them, they would be entitled to pay for the 
whole 2,000 lamps, at $44 each, for the year, beginning 
with the time of the execution of the contract, whether

A bond of $100,000 
was required by the ordinance.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 
SPAIN'S NOTE TO THE GREAT POWERS. 
Special Diepatch to The Clacago Trioun,. 

Wasuinotox, D. C., Jan. 3.—No official in- 
formation has yét been réceived at the State 
Department touching the character or conteots 
of the civcular note receutly sent by the Govern- 
ment of Spain to the European powers in reply 
to Secretary Fish's communication on the Cuban 
question, dated eimultaneously with the Presi- 
dent's annual message, and presented to the 
same Goveryments through our di; lomatic rep- 
resentatives. Iuformation from other sources 
usually trustworthy in matters of diplomacy 
coufirms the report from Loodon that Spain is at 
length disposed to satisfy all just complaints of 
the Cubans, aud adds that in her communoication 
to the European powers, dated Deo. 23, she ad- 
mitted the justice of the position assumed by 
the Government of the United States, and prom- 
ised to tix an early day before which the reforms 
asked for should be carried into effect in good 
faith. , 

THE FISH CIRCULAR, 

It can be stated, upon authority, that the text 
of the circular of our Governmént to the Euro- 
pean powers consisted of a general summary of 
the statements of the Presidents message in a 
mo e diplomatic form. 

The Associated Press dispatch of this after- 
noou from Loudon, relative to the Cuban note, 
represents in part the personal views of the 
President upon the geuetal subjec: of a West 
Indian Confederation, but does not accurately 
eet forth the contents of the note of our Gov- 
erument to the great powers. 

THE FACTS WILL SOON BE KNOWN 

It is believed that very soon after the reas- 
sembling of Congress a resolution will be passed 
in one House or the other calling for information 
Oo the Cuban question, and that copies of all re- 
cent correspoadeace will then be sent to Con- 
gress. It will then probably be seen that the 
danger of war with Spain, if any bas ever 
existed, has passed, and that Secretary Fisb has, 
as on former occasions, shown his ability to 
deal with most delicate diplomatic questions in a 
manner that will meet tne approval of all fair- 
minded persoos. One of the most reassuring 
signs is the fact that the President cootinues to 
be guided by the advice of the Secretary of 
State, aod there is almost universal confidence 
in Washington that the latter will vot, wuile he 
remains in office, allow this Government to an- 
necessarily assume au attitude that will make 
war necessary or probable. . 

JOV ELLAR. 

The appoiotment of Jovellar to succeed Val- 
maseda as Captain-Geveral of Cuba, aod appar- 
ont recensideracion by the Spanish Goveroméut 
of its purpose of sending Caballas there, imme- 
diately after receiving the copy of Secretary 
Fish's pote, is looked upon in Washington as 
an encouraging sign. Joveliar ie believed to 
have beep the best Captaia-Geperai who has 
been in Caba during late years. aud bas been 
very hghly spoken of by Minister Cushing in 
his oficial dispatches. He is a man of sirict 
integriiy, and does — 
tion, it is asserted, urposo 
of enriching himself illeritionately, as 
others have done, and while Americans 
Sing his former aamin's ration in the island 
Gvwetmes compiained that he lacked the de- 
Cision ef character and executive ability neces- 
by to mae him a successful Goverwor. our 
Jovertment remember that he bas thus far 
been the only Cap.ain-General who has been 
able © execute in Cuba the decrees of Spain 
when they have been unpopular in Havana. 
After the cap ure of the Virginius he ordered 
Barrel. not to shoot the prisoners, aod that act, 
so disgraceful to civilization, would not have oc- 
curred bad not bis dispatch been delaved by tha 
destruction of the wires. Subsequently he de- 
liverea uo the Virginius, in spite cf the threats 
of the people of Havaua.. He also released sev- 
eral estates owned by American citizens. 

VALMASEDA’S REMOVAL. 

News from Madr.d, received here witht a 
few days confirms the ramor mentioned several 
weeks ago by Tue Triscne’s Havava corre- 
spondent, that Valmaseda’s removal was conse- 
quent ubon a misurderstandiog with Senor Rubi, 
the Rosal Commiasioner sent to Cuba to effect 
financial reforms. Rub seems to de a man of 
marked iategrity and ability, aad, in performing 
the speaal duties confided him, he bas dis- 
covered many other things which sadly needed 
reformation. Those he bas commuuicated to 
his Goveroment. Jovollar is expected to give 
practical effect to bis suggestions. 

THE DEMOCRATS AND SECRETARY FISH'S NOTE. 

Wasuoton, D. C., Jan. 3.—Goverameunt of- 
ficials contiaue to be very reticent regarding our 
Spanish relations, but the efforts to keep the 
course pirsued by our Government ano entire 
secret has not been successffil. It is now known 
authoritstively that a circular letter was sent to 
each of the principal Eurovean Powers cov ing 
that porton of the President's message relating 
to Cuba and inter vention. in a certain contingen- 
cv. Wh.le the United S.ates did not directly asx 
any co-operation in its proposed policy, aod 
probably did not expect any, che submission of 
the subject itself furnished an opportunity to 
these foreign Cabineis to exprese the views of 
the diferent Governments on the question to 
propose on their bart. a similar or joint action. 
Doubtiess the object of the Secretary of State 
in this step was to sound European opin- 
ion m advance of any action by the 
United States. avd to uard 
against the danger of 22 finally. The 
votificasion was necessarily sent to Spain first, 
because uf the exist.ng friendly relations ; aod, 
secoudiy, to imvrtes ber with the serious in- 
tention of the United States iu laving the matter 
before the Europea Powers, which would pre- 
vent further evasion on her part and bring the 
questions pendiug toa crisis. This proceeding 
bas provoked mach feeliog among the Demo- 
crate in Congress, who regard it as a departure 
from the sanctufied traditions and policy of the 
United States. Ar Democrats say they 
will not act biindly, but if the President fails to 
send in his expected message in regard to Cuba 
after the recess, a call wul be made for the cor- 
reapondencs. It may be „ Say 
these Democrats, whenever the papers are sent 
to Congrees, that the Democrats of the House 
will pass a résolution condemning in strong 
terms the indireet invitation; as they describe it, 
to the foreign powers to interfere with the ar- 
fairs of this continent. 

Though our Gove.oment conceals at present 
from our citizens what it communicates to the 
Earopesao Goveroments in tegard to Cuban af- 
faire, it cam be stated that the American circular 
does not propose, as a solation of the Cuban 
question, according to the correspood- 
eut of the Manchester Guardian, that Cuba and 
Porto Rico form a confederation, with a Gover- 
nor · Genetai appointed by Sau. 

A LONDON DISPATCH, 

Loxvox, Jan. 3.—The Maocanester Guardian's 
London t writes as foilows, on the 
subject of Spain, Cuba, and the United States: 
I have been furnished with what to 
be the substanee of America’s Cuban note. I 
pelieve it is correct, though I do not pretend to 
give its exact language. It recites that the geo- 
eral interests of bimanity and commerce de- 
mand a cessation of the struggie which has been 
waged in Cuba for seven years.
